WHAT CAUSED 

COLOMBIAN 

REFUSAL? 

Colombia Is now tho first 
roil ntry ever to have refused to 
hold a world lootball champion- 
ship. It was selected to host tho 
l f t8G championship on July 9, 
1 '*74. and has 9lnce boon swept 
hv debate on whether It could 
stage such a sports spectacular. 
The press reports general drift 
was dial the championship could 
undoubtedly raise Colombia's 
internal Iona] authority and pro- 
mote the development of Its big 
cities’ Ini restructures: yet doubts 
were voiced still more often af- 
ter the 1982 Spanish Cup whe- 
ther the country's economy could 
sustain the strain. 

The doubts became iUll more 
Acute following the announce- 
ment that, like in Spain, there

In funeral procession, the cas- 
ket of L. I. Brezhnev la followed 
tn mournful silence by the lead- 
en of the Communist Party and 
the Soviet' state, members ol the 
commission lor the organization 
of the funoral, relatives and 


friends ol tha deceased, minis- 
ters, officials of the CFSU Cen- 
tral Committee, the Moscow City 
Committee of Ihe CPSU and the 
Executive Committee of the Mos- 
cow City Soviet, and representa- 
tives of the public. 

At the head of Ihe procasrion 
are hundreds of wreaths that had 
been laid in the House of Trade 
Unions; wreaths from the CPSU 
Centra! Committee, tha Presidium 
of Ihe USSR Supreme Soviet, ihe 
Council of hfinlsters of the USSR, 
the Union Republics, territories 
end regions, Party, government 
and public organizations, and 
from the country's work collec- 
tives. Wreaths from foreign de- 
legations are also here.

Farmers have had to liow canals through 
mountains to bring live-giving molslnre.lo llieli 
Helds. 

Under the southern sun, noil requires lots ot 
water, without which not a single seed will 
aproul, not a single vine or tree will start to 
grow In Ihii arid area described os a zone ol 
absolute Irrigation. 

Over the past 65 years of Soviet power In 
Armenia, Irrigation construction lias been golnfi 
on without Interruption. 

An extensive network o( canals has covered Uie 
tBrrllory of tho republic. Hundreds of millions of 
ruble mehes of waler have tilled reservoirs In 
ApDFun/ManlBali, Karnut, Suinakhpyur, and many 
other places. 1,500 canals have been dug, with 
water rushing lo draughty areas to Irrigate .TOO 
IIiou.'Mind hectares ol nrchuids, vineyards, and 
pastures.

In Armenia, Irrigation systems are designed by 
■ number of development, scientific, and research 
restitutes. 

Today attention Is focussed on Ihe Ararat Val- 
'ey whose fertile soli has served people tor ccu- 
lurles. Its land la used to grow the best types of 
grapes, pearlies, apricots, plums, pears, apples, 
and other fruit and vegetables. 

However, this fertile sol] is spoiled by Ihs cor- 
rosive action ol salts which He In the lower 
layers of tha boII. 

The problem ol reclaiming land, from the salts 
(or use by farmers Is tackled by scientists fiom 
the Institute ol Land Fanning at the Armenian 
SSR Ministry of Agriculture. They have already 
designed new efficient methods of combatting 
soil aallnntlou. Specialized melioration teams 
work over vast areas, washing, cleaning, and car- 
rying out many other operations. In a word, they 
are making the soli suitable for cultivation. 


ACROSS THE MOUNTAIN RIDGE 


Hydraulic engineers in Tajik- 
istan liave sped up the pace of 
construction of this country's 
biggest irrigation tunnel. 

Construction ol the Dangers 
tunnel is difficult, aa builders 
bave to hew into solid rock and 
go through water-bearing layers. 

In the herd rock of the Vakhsli 
Range, more than half the tun- 


.id's overall length has already 
been hewn. This hastens tha 
work done by those working on 
the surface, in the Daitgarln 
steppe. There, water from the 
Nurek reservoir la 1 anxiously 
awaited to be coming through 
the tunnel. Here, a melioration 
work has started on a large 


scale, with over ten kilometres 
of main canals already dug, and 
ra milled irrigation and drainage 
systems under construction as 
part of tha first phase. A new 
state rarm has been set up to 
reclaim ten thousand hectares to 
grow cotton, vegetables, and 
[odder crops,

The Oskol electric smelter . 
unique plant which will make 
steel by direct reduction from 
oroa. bypassing the cast-iron 
stage, is now under construc- 
tion at Stary Oskol, in the Ru*.

ing completion on the first lec- 
tion ol n pelletization and tak- 
ing plant, a major enterprise 
which will turn out high-grade 
oxidized pellets. 

A hydrosystem will be ship- 
ping in 6.5 million tonnes of 
Iron ore concentrate a year 
from the Lebedinsky benefica- 
tion combine. The latest com- 
puters will monitor unique sys- 
tems. units and automated lines. 
At capacity, tho combine will 
be turning out 5.4 million 
tonnes of pellets, 4,3 million 
tonnes of steal and over 3 mil- 
lion tonnes of high-grade rolled 
steel.

NEW EXPEDITION 
TO THE ANTARCTIC 
SHORES 

UUIe-explored mountain sys- 
tems and Ice domes ol Antarcti- 
ca, stretching for hundreds ol 
thousands of square kilometres, 
are to be explored and mapped 
by members of a seasonal group 
fiom the 2Bth Soviet Antarctic 
expedition. These explorers — a 
hundred-odd geologists, geodetic 
Mimyors, and topographers 
bare set out for tha Amarctic 
thores on board m/s "Kapiton 
Myshevsky". 

The route on the ship's navi- 
gational maps ends In the Wed- 
dell Sea whero seasonal bases 
have been set up on the shore 
tedge.

PROTEIN MOLECULES 
GET THEIR PORTRAITS 

Scientists at the institute o: 
Radio Physics and Electronics, a 
Branch of the Ukrainian Acad- 
emy ol Sciences, have managed to 
get pictures of protein molecules 
with the help ol a computer. The 
structures of many proteins have 
already been deciphered. But the 
Information is given only as 
special charts, indicating the 
coordinates oi cadi of the atom* 
comprising the molecule. Using 
such data, It la difficult to ima- 
gine xvhat a molecule looks like. 
Its shape meanwhile plays a de- 
cisive part in reactions with other 
compounds. A computer can 
build the image In a matter of 
minutes once it is supplied wllh 
the coordinates of the atoms
